attachment of goods alleged to have 
been bought with funds embezzlec 
rom the Russian government by the 
defendant.

The story of the case is that Pres 
koweakoff was some two years or sc 
ago a trusted agent of the Czar in 
Siberia. A woman tempted him, and 
he fell from his high estate. He fled 
tw’ Winnipeg: with his companion, and 
several trunks full of securities, va- 
lued ut many million roubles. In 
course of time his ready cash was ex- 
hausted, and he was compelled _ te 
haye recourse to his treasure trunks 
In/this way his whereabouts were dis- 
covered, and he was arrested in Win- 
nipeg.

Moose Jaw, Oct. 6—The C. P. R. 
mechanics here were somewhat dis- 
appointed this morning when, on ap- 
plying for their jobs back. Out of 260 
men, only 22 were taken on. This 
atternoon, however,a number of strike 
breakers left and thirty more were 
given positions, Thus far 6 per cent, 
have obtained work. It is thought 
more strike breakers will leave in a 
few days, giving room for more of 
the old mechanics. The men are much 
dissatisfied with the terms on which 
they yo back but are still glad oi on 
opportunity of working. 

At the Montreal Shops. 

Montreal, Oct. 6—Anticipating the 
decision of the strike two hundred 
Canadian Pacific workmen applied at 
the Angus shops for positions, It is 
uot known how many were accepted. 
The men will go to the shops in a 
body tomorrow and the officials are 
miuking preparations to meet them, 

The Situation in Calgary. 

Calgary, Oct, 6—The executive com- 
mittee of the men: interviewed Mr. 

Joodhouse, of the C. P. R., yester- 
day. He gave a list of the men want- 
ed at work at once. He said that 
he could not at pregent turn out all 
the non-union men at work. He could 
give no definite statement as to when 
all the old hands would be required. 
The men returning to work today are 
as follows; All apprentices and car- 
men, 17 machinists, 9 boilermakers, 
all boilermakers’ helpers, no machin- 
ists’ helpers, no blacksmiths. 

The only foreman who came out 
with the strikers has not been asked 
to return to work at present. The 
men will go back to work side by side

MAKING ITSELF FELT 


Communities Are Demanding 
ars—Railways Appear Indifferent 
—Hugh McKellar Explains Some 
of the Harvesters’ Complains Re- 
garding Low Wages.

Winnipeg, October 6.—The ‘oud 
calls for more cars from dozens «f 
stations on the prairies mean that the 
inevitable wheat blockade has come. 
The situation does not cause any sur 
prise among those who have watched 
the course of events, and the only 
question has been as to the time 
when the congestion would probably 
prove most serious. The blockade is 
a little previous, but it only goes to 


confirm the old saying that “the 
world do move.” There would be 
nothing extraordinary for Western 


Canada in a tie-up of the grain traffic 
in November. The season of 1908 is 
remarkable, however, in so far as crop 
developments are concerned, and the 
car famine is only playing its part 
in the drama of progress by appear- 


ing so early, . 
Cars Have “Disappeared.” 
It may be that the difficulties 


which are now being experienced are 
only tempo¥ary, and it is hoped that 
this will be the ease. Three months 
ago the Canadian Pacific Railway haci 
6,000 freight cars lying idle in station 
yards west of Winnipeg, and it would 
not be easy to believe that al! this 
equipment bad “disappeared” in the 
movement of the grain. It is true 
that more than 7,000 cars of wheat 
have already been inspected at Win- 
nipeg, most of which*has come in over 
C.P.R. lines, but even the movement 
of all this grain should not have cx- 
hausted the supply of rolling stock. 
The distribution is undoubtedly, at 
fault, and the lack of adequate motive 
power is understood to be responsible 
for this feature of the situation. Pas- 
senger trains are running late, in 
some instances half a day behind, 
and as they secure the best available 
locomotives it is not difficult to im- 
agine that the freight traffic is suffer- 
ing. 
Average Supply of Cars. 

The real reason for the blockade, 
however, is the inability and practi- 
cally the unwillingness of the railway 
companies to supply the cars ‘as fast 
as they are needed. The provisions 
of the grain act are complied with, 
and the shippers get cars when these 
are to be had. But there is no pen 
alty for delaying the cars before cr 
after loading, and the company deter- 
mines for itself how quickly it sholl 
move its cars and trains, The aistri- 
bution alone is affected by the grain 
act. Until reciprocal demurrage 38 
enforced or some other provision is 
enacted which will bring down penal- 
im- 
provement, The railways will sup- 
ply a minimum number of cars to 
handle the business which arises, and 
for the purpose of calculating this 
they will take the average trade of 
the territory which they serve. In 
times of stress in» transportation, 


tsuch as the present, they will fall be 


hind, and they will not worry about 
it. As long as they maintain the 
average they are content. If they 
undertook to move all the = grain 
which is offered between harvest time 
and the close of navigation they would 
require five times as much rolling 
stock as they have now, and about 
75 per cent. of this equipment would 
be idle for tiie months from the be- 
ginning of December until the  be- 
ginning of September of the followiag 
year, 

Wheat Movement Will be Heavy. 

The period between harvest and 
the closing of navigation is likely to 
be longer than usual this year, ow- 
ing tu the early date at which the 
cutting of the grain was commenced, 
and it is certain that with a continu- 


ance of the fine weather the  ship- 
ments of wheat will be greater than in 
any other autuinn season in the past. 


Drouth Hinders Thrashing, 
The thrashermen are busy in Wl 
parts of the three provinces, and 
they are taking every advantage of 
the favorable conditions for the prose. 
cution of their work. The chief 
complaint from the fields nowadays 
has reference to the Jack of water 
for steaming, due to the projobger 
drouth The creeks and sloughs 
have dried up, and the amount -<f 
rainfall Spring the past mouth has 
been insignificant. Several thrashing 
gangs have been interrupted in their 
work owing to this cause. ~ Water is 
the essential factor in the thrashing 
operation, There is straw to burn, 
but burning it avails little unless the 
“raw material” for steam is to be 
had. In some cases gas or gasoline 
engines have been substituted for the 
Steam engine for thrashing, but these 
modern devices have not been gener- 
ally adopted as yet. They are usual- 
ly more complicated than the ordinary 
traction thrasher, and the farmer and 
thrasherman do not take kindly to 
them, It is not often that the supply 
of water for thrashing purposes causes 
serious inconvenience, but there is a 
huge crop this year, and it necessi- 
tates w great deal of thrashing in the 
aggregate, 
Why Excursionists Complained. 
The complaints of irregularity in 
the distribution of harvest hands are 
heard no longer, and it is safe to sun- 
pose that the men from the eastern 
part of Canada are now ‘‘sweating by 
the brow.”” As many of them as went 
to work on the farms have probably 
found employment at satisfactory 
rates, and the others are not subjects 
for concern. With respect to the 
others, however, a report given by 
Mr. Hugh MeKella¢, commissioner of 
the Board of Trade at Moose Jaw, is 
interesting, He was intimately as- 
suciated with the work of Cistributing 
hundreds of harvesters, owing to the 
fact that so many of them travelled 
free all the way to Moose Juw when 
the vailway company gave them that 
opportunity. Mr. McKellar says: 
“Farmers in this district, although 
not in many cases wanting men when 
they arrived, were fair and did not cut 
down wages. Thirty to forty dollars 
per month, or two dollars per day, 
and board have been the standard 
wages paid. Forty dollars per mors 
was given to experienced men

of all the circumstances which prevail, 
and to refrain from headlong plunges 
such as characterized the arranging 
of this year’s excursions. There is 
a proper time for everything, and 
there is no doubt that at this date 
twenty thousand harvest hands are 
finding plenty of work in various por- 
tions of the west. The work is he.«, 
but the process of connecting the

HIS PICTURE GALLERY 
NOT WELL PATRONIZED 


Only About a Hundred Turned Out To 
Hear Mr. Ames in Welland—Audi- 
ence Dwindied To a Handful—Ap- 
plauded the Liberai Candidate— 
Lecturer Continues To Ignore 
Facts of Case. 


Welland, Oct. 6—It would hardly per 
haps be fair to say that Mr. H. B. Ames, 
M.P., and his magic Jantern got a frost 
last night here, but in one sense it 
would be only too true, as the hundred or 
more stalwart ones who stuck it out can 
testify. It was about the chilliest pro- 
position that the electors of Welland 
have had to face for. many a day . In 
the sky the northern lights danced and 
shivered to and fro, and in the skating 
rink a few score frozen mortals exactly 
reproduced their movements, 

Lasted Till Eleven. 

Only the staunchest sense of duty kept 
the audience in the rink, and when Mr. 
Ames finally did get through, a little 
before eleven o'clock, Mr. George Hanan, 
Conservative candidate, wasn’t able to 
get more than a quoram for the few re- 
marks he was most anxious to make: 

1t was unfortunate for Mr. Ames both 
that the night was so cold and also that 
there was a cdncert in aid of the -local 
hospital -heing held at (he same — time. 
The concert offered at least the advan. 
tage of warmth, and most people took it. 

“There isn’t much use in-sending that 
mua here;” said a Conservative before 
thy meeting. "The town’s all for Ger- 
man,” and his statement was borne out 
on one occasion when the audience 
heartily applauded the mention of the 
Libera] candidate’s name. 

Interesting Enough. 

Mr. Ames’ lecture is a very interest- 
lag one, and his limelight view idea 
of using them for this, purpose is largely 
a new one, and the novelty of it seemed 
to appeal largely to the people of Wel- 
land lant night. The views are excellent 
and well selected and mounted, and his 
tables of figures explicit and simple. 
The spetker himself has a very ciear 
concepticn of his own message, but very 
little of \he fire and conviction that one 
would suspect from a man with Mr. 
Ames’ views on the story he tells, 

His Subject “Scandal.” 

The lecture deals entirely with what 
Mr. Ares alleges to be the gross mal- 
administration of the natural resources 
of the Canadian Northwest by the Lan- 
rier government, Mr. Ames has already 
given it a good many times, and the 
Conservative party managers intend that 
he shall do so a good many times more 
before Ovtober 2th. 

He divides his lecturé into six divis- 
ions, relating to the timber scandals 
grazing Jease. scandals, land scandals, 
irrigation scandals, coal scandals, and 
inland fishery scandals, It’s all scan- 
dals, in fact. n 

Mr. Ames alleges that A. W. Fraser, 
an Ottawa lawyer, and a friend of the 
Liberal politicians in power in Ottawa, 
and T. A. Burrows, a brother-in-law of 
the Hon, Clifford Sifton, formerly minis- 
ter of the interor, have cleared great for- 
tunes by means of questionable deals, ‘n+ 
side information as to the amount and 
tender in order to get the best timber 
berths, thus heine enabled to keep just 
ahead of their nearest competitors and 
yet to be always successful in their bids, 
Hy went over again the well-known 
story of the Cedar Lake and Moose Lake 
transactions, when he seid competition 
Lad been wholly stifled. The “Imperial 
Pulp Co.” of Toronto came in for con- 
siderable notice as being a strong gov- 
ernment favorite. In referring to Mr. 
Burrows, Mr. Ames neglected to state 
that for the timber limits he secused Mr. 
Durrows paid $50,000 more than the next 
highest tenders for the same limits. Of 
course it wasn’t Mr, Ames’ business to 
disclose this fact—far from it. His busi- 
néss is -to grossly misrepresent the actual 
facts, and gt the same time to keep 
dark the fact that the timber policy of 
the Liberal government has not been to 
make the disposal of crown timber a 
source of revenue, but to secure the de- 
velopment of the timber resources in 
order that the settler might obtain lum- 
her at reasonable prices. 

Parceling Out a Kingdom, 

The question of grazing leases came 
vnder discussion next, and Mr, Ames 
pictured Mr. Sifton “like William the 
Conqueror, parceling out a kingdom to 
his favorites.” Mr, Ames said that Jas, 
MeGiregor, of Brandon, and A. E. Hitch- 
cock, of Moose Jaw, two Libera] heelers 
in the Northwest, had obtained enorm- 
ous areas of grazing ‘ands on irrevoc- 
able, 2i-vear leases, In every case Mr. 
Anes said those who obtained the irre- 
yoeable or 2-year lease, as compared 
with the ordinary grazing lease, which 
might he terminated in two years, were 
heelers or besses or useful friends of the 
party, 

“Save the bush,” yelled one enthusi- 
ustic admirer of Mr, Ames, and repeat- 
ed his advice till he had to be sup- 
pressed, 

Parceling Out a Kingdom. 

Going on with his story Mr, Ames de- 
clared that .ne government and people 
had been swindled in a most terrible 
marner through an “innocent-looking 
Fuglishman, named Guy ‘Tracey Rob- 
bins,” who ebtained a concession for 
380,000 acres of land which he was to 1r- 
rigate. Me paid $1 an acro for it. This 
tract included some land owned by Me 
Gregor and Hitchcock, Later, tha whole 
thing was sold to an English corpbration 
for a milion and a half. Then they d's- 
covered that Bobbins had merely, repre- 
sented MeGregor and Hitebcock all 
along, and was merely a dummy used 
by the old Liberal grafters, As in his 
references to the timber limits and the 
gaging leabexr, Mr. Ames avoided pur- 
posely no doubt, mentioning the fact 
that the Robbins Irrigation scheme is by 
no means a thorp in the flesh of the 
people of the Medicine Hat district, but 
is looked upon as immensely beneficial 
te the country. This is so true that the 
Conservative candidate in that riding 
has pledged himself to support the 
scheme. These facts Mr. Ames did not 
care to tell here, and it is unlikely he 
will concern himself about them any- 
where else, 


Fishing Rights. 

The next point of attack was the gov- 
ernment’s handling of the fishing rights, 
which the speaker claims were given 
away for a mere bagatelle to non-operat- 
ing companies, who sold out to United 
Slates ones. 

Mr. Ames wanted to go on and searify 
the government some more. in connee- 
tion with their handling of the cool 
areas, buf the mention coal was too 
much for his audience, which by this 
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time was numb from head to foot, and 
had dwindled to a handfil. He, there- 
fore, closed by a genera! denunciation of 
the present administration all down the 
line, and a call to support Mr. Borden,
